SUB J : KOREA IN 28TH UNGA: LOBBYING WITH AFRICANS 

1. SUMMARY. CO-SPONSORS OF FRIENDLY RES ON KOREA HAVE AGREED ON 
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FOLLOWING LIST OF AF "TARGET COUNTRIES" FOR INTENSIVE LOBBYING: 
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BOTSWANA, CAMEROON, CHAD, DAHOMEY, ETHIOPIA, GAMBIA, GHANA, KENYA, 
MALAWI, MAURITIUS, MOROCCO, NIGERIA, RWANDA, SENEGAL, TOGO, 

TUNISIA, UGANDA, UPPER VOLTA, AND ZAIRE. IN EACH OF THESE CASES 
TARGET COUNTRY'S VOTE PARTICULARLY ON HOSTILE RES, SEEMS SOMEWHAT 
IN DOUBT. TARGETS RANGE FROM COUNTRIES THAT HAVE ASSURED US 
PREVIOUSLY OF SUPPORT (E.G. MOROCCO, CHAD) TO CO-SPONSORS OF 
OPPOSITION RES (ZAIRE, TOGO) WHO ARE WAVERING. OUR LOBBYING 
EFFORT TOWARD THESE COUNTRIES NOW IS FOCUSSED ON HOSTILE RES 
SEEKING EITHER A VOTE AGAINST THE HOSTILE RES OR AN 
ABSTENTION. WE URGE POSTS COORDINATE WITH OTHER LOBBYING 
MISSIONS AND REPORT ANY DEVELOPMENTS THAT WOULD HELP CONTINUING 
WORKING GROUP PLANNING HERE. END SUMMARY. 

2. DURING OCT 25 MEETING OF WORKING GROUP OF CO-SPONSORS 
LOBBYING RESPONSIBILITIES WERE DIVIDED UP AS FOLLOWS: 

A. BOTSWANA. US, UK AND AUSTRALIA WILL APPROACH 
BOTSWANA DEL IN NEW YORK. WE WERE FORCED TO CANCEL 
APPOINTMENT WITH MINSTATE KGARI THIS WEEK BECAUSE OF URGENT ME 
DEVELOPMENTS IN SC. WE WILL THEREFORE APPROACH AMB 

MOGAMI HERE ONCE AGAIN, AND SUGGEST THAT EMBASSY 
FOLLOW THIS UP WITH KGARI IN GABORONE. GOAL IS 
VOTE AGAINST HOSTILE RES. 

B. CAMEROON. CANADA WILL APPROACH MISSION IN NEW YORK. 

WE APPRECIATE REPORT OF YAOUNDE DEMARCHE (YAOUNDE 3512), 

WHICH WE FIND ENCOURAGING. WE WILL COORDINATE WITH 
CANADIANS HERE, AND REPORT FOLLOW UP IF INDICATED. 

GOAL IS ABSTENTION ON HOSTILE RES. 

C. CHAD. ROK WILL MAKE APPROACH BOTH IN NEW YORK AND 
NDJAMENA FOR CHAD VOTE AGAINST HOSTILE RES AS 
WELL AS SUPPORT FOR OUR RES. 

D. DAHOMEY. CANADA WILL LOBBY IN NEW YORK AND IN COTONOU. 

CANADIAN AMBASSADOR TO GHANA IS VISITING DAHOMEY OCT 24-26; 

SUGGEST EMBASSY COTONOU COORDINATE WITH CANADIANS, WHO 
HAVE ALSO BEEN INSTRUCTED TO CONTACT EMBASSY. GOAL IS AN 
ABSTENTION ON HOSTILE RES. 

E. ETHIOPIA. CANADA AND JAPAN WILL LOBBY IN NEW YORK 
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AND ADDIS. GOAL IS A VOTE AGAINST HOSTILE RES. 

F. GAMBIA. UK WILL CONTACT GAMBIAN DEL IN NEW YORK. 

GOAL IS AN ABSTENTION ON HOSTILE RES. 

G. GHANA. JAPAN, UK, AND CANADA WILL MAKE DEMARCHE IN 
NEW YORK AND ACCRA. GOAL IS ABSTENTION ON HOSTILE RES. 
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H. KENYA. UK AND JAPAN WILL MAKE APPROACHES IN NAIROBI 
AND NEW YORK; CANADA WILL ALSO LOBBY HERE. GOAL IS 
VOTE AGAINST HOSTILE RES. 

I. MALAWI. UK AND US WILL LOBBY BOTH IN BLANTYRE AND NEW YORK. 
UK HIGH COMMISSIONER WILL MAKE DEMARCHE IN BLANTYRE. RE 
BLANTYRE 1463, HE SHOULD HAVE RECEIVED INSTRUCTIONS BY 

NOW. GOAL IS VOTE AGAINST HOSTILE RES. 

J. MAURITIUS. JAPAN, AUSTRALIA AND ROK WILL LOBBY IN NEW YORK. 
GOAL IS VOTE AGAINST HOSTILE RES. 

K. MOROCCO. US HAS PRIMARY RESPONSIBILITY FOR MOROCCO. WE 
WILL KEEP IN TOUCH WITH PERMREP HERE DEPENDING ON ME 
DEVELOPMENTS. NO SPECIFIC ACTION IN RABAT SEEMS NECESSARY 
NOW, BUT WE WILL REPORT. GOAL IS VOTE AGAINST HOSTILE RES. 

L. NIGERIA. UK, CANADA AND JAPAN WILL MAKE APPROACHES IN 
LAGOS AND NEW YORK, AND AUSTRALIA WILL ALSO LOBBY HERE. 

GOAL IS ABSTENTION ON HOSTILE RES. 

M. RWANDA. FOR THE TIME BEING, ROK TAKES PRINICPAL 
RESPONSIBILITY FOR RWANDA. GOAL IS ABSTENTION ON HOSTILE 
RES. 

N. SENEGAL. US AND CANDA WILL LOBBY IN NEW YORK. 

GOAL IS ABSTENTION ON HOSTILE RES. 

O. TOGO. WE HAVE PRIMARY RESPONSIBILITY FOR TOGO. 

OUR DEMARCHE IN WASHINGTON WITH FONMIN HUNLEDE 
REPORTED STATE 206048. WE WILL MAKE FOLLOW-UP 
APPROACH HERE IN EFFORT PERSUADE TOGO WITHDRAW CO- 
SPONSORSHIP HOSTILE RES. INCIDENTALLY, ROK AMBASSADOR 
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BONN ASKED FRG TO WORK ON HUNLEDE WHEN HE VISITS THERE. 
MOREOVER, ROK CHARGE WILL DELIVER FORMAL INVITATION TO 
HI INI, RDF. FOR VISIT SOUTH KOREA ABOUT WEEK AFTER HIS RETURN 
TO LOME. SUGGEST THAT EMBASSY KEEP IN TOUCH WITH ROK

R. UPPER VOLTA. CANDA, US AND NETHERLANDS WILL LOBBY IN 
NEW YORK. WE HAVE ALREADY MADE HIGH LEVEL (NEWSOM-CONOMBO) 
APPROACH IN NEW YORK (USUN 3602) AND WILL FOLLOW UP AT 
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PERM REP LEVEL. DEPENDING ON RESULTS THIS APPROACH, WE 

WILL SUGGEST EMBASSY OAUGADOUGOU APPROACH FONMIN CONOMBO 

AGAIN, SINCE UPPER VOLTA'S POSITION FAVORING MAINTENANCE 

OF UN PRESENCE IS LEVERAGE FOR OBTAINING OPPOSITION 

("NO" VOTE) ON HOSTILE RES. PRESIDENT LAMIZANA'S 

WASHINGTON VISIT MAY BE HELPFUL. GOAL IS VOTE AGAINST 

HOSTILE RES. 

S. ZAIRE. CANADA WILL MAKE DEMARCHE IN KINSHSASA. 

WE RECOMMEND EMBASSY BRIEF CANADIAN AMBASSADOR ON 
CURRENT STATE OF ZAIRE WITHDRAWAL OF CO-SPONSORSHIP 
INCLUDING SUBSTANCE OF KINSHASA 9200, JUST RECEIVED. 

WE HAVE SUGGESTED THAT CANADIAN EMBASSY ZAIRE CO- 
ORDINATE ITS APPROACH WITH US. GOAL IS ABSTENTION 
ON HOSTILE RES. 

3. IN THOSE COUNTRIES WHERE US NOT LISTED FOR LOBBYING 
RESPONSIBILITIES, EMBASSIES MAY STILL HAVE OPPORTUNITIES DISCUSS 
KOREAN ITEM IF ASKED OR WHERE APPROPRIATE. THIS LIST IS 
DESIGNED TO MAKE MAXIMUM USE OF INFLUENCE OF OTHER CO-SPONSORS. 

4. IN CASES WHERE OTHER CO-SPONSORS WILL MAKE DEMARCHE(S) 

IN CAPITAL, THEIR EMBASSIES ARE BEING REQUESTED PURSUANT TO 
WORKING GROUP AGREEMENT, TO COORDINATE APPROACH WITH OTHER 
LOBBYING EMBASSIES AS WELL AS US EMBASSY. REQUEST ADDRESSEE 
POSTS COORDINATE THEIR CALLS WITH APPROPRIATE EMBASSIES. 

5. ROK ITSELF WILL CONTINUE LOBBYING IN NEW YORK WITH ALL TARGET 
COUNTRIES. IN ADDITION, ROK HAS SENT OR WILL BE SENDING SPECIAL 
MISSIONS TO BOTSWANA, GAMBIA, GHANA, KENYA, LESOTHO, LIBERIA, 

MALAWI , NIGER AND SWAZILAND. THESE MISSIONS HOPE- 
FULLY WILL THEMSELVES TRY TO COORDINATE WITH US EMBASSIES 
BEFORE CALLS ON HOST GOVERNMENT, BUT WE RECOMMEND US EMBASSIES 
CONSIDER APPROPRIATE STEPS TO ENSURE MISSIONS DO SO AND ARE 
UPDATED ON LOCAL SITUATION. 

6. WE ARE EXPECTING FIRST COMMITTEE KOREA DEBATE, AS 
ADDRESSEES PREVIOUSLY INFORMED, TO BEGIN MID-NO. UNTIL THEN, WE 
WILL BE CONSULTING ON CONTINUING BASIS, OFTEN DAILY, WITH OTHER 
LOBBYING MISSIONS, EXCHANGING INFORMATION AND JOINTLY FORMULATING 
PLANS FOR NEW APPROACHES HERE AND IN CAPITALS. WE WILL BE 
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APPLYING INFORMATION DERIVED FROM YOUR REPORTS TO LOBBYING 
EFFORTS WITH TARGETS NOT IDENTIFIED IN THIS MESSAGE. WE ALSO 
WILL BE CONSIDERING FIRST COMMITTEE TACTICS IN LIGHT OF YOUR 
REPORTING. 

7. WE AND OTHER WORKING GROUP MEMBERS HOPE THEREFORE THAT YOU 
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WILL CONTINUE REPORT ANY DEVELOPMENTS THAT SHED LIGHT ON VOTING 
ATTITUDES. WE WOULD VALUE REPORTS NOT ONLY ON LOBBYING DONE BY 
US EMBASSIES BUT ALSO, WHERE YOU ARE ABLE TO LEARN OF 
OTHERS' CONTACTS, COLLATERAL REPORTS ABOUTTHEM, PARTICULARLY ROK 
WHOSE REPORTING IS OFTEN SLOW. 

8. WE OF COURSE PREPARED TO PUT TO USE HERE ANY RECOMMENDATIONS 
YOU MIGHT HAVE FOR FURTHER ACTIONS BY US OR OTHER COSPONSORS 
HERE OR ELSEWHERE.
